Diphtheria aud cholera cultures smear¬ 
ed on a copjver cent <lls In less than 
two hours. 

"They have many cholera epidemics 
in China, but certain towns are always 
immune. These towns keep their 
drinking water in great copper vessels. 
Travelers have tried to buy these ves¬ 
sels, for they are beautiful, but the 
villagers will not sell them.
